c. The loss of Tha Thom, , 
which controls an important access 
route to the Mekong Valley, is a 
serious strategic setback.

Hoan 
felt these talks were needed to 
help explain the government's 
mobilization order and to overcome 
recruiting difficulties. 




Khanh is also urging some 
political and religious leaders 
not to participate in the United 
Political Front which Hoan is soon 
to proclaim. 

e. One reason for Khanh's 
lack of cooperation is his desire 
to keep the personal political 
ambitions of the civilian politi- 
cians in check.

f. On the military front, 
the Vietnamese Army this morning 
suffered one of the worst routs 
this year. Viet Cong forces 
ambushed a government relief 
force about 20 miles north of 
Saigon, killing 51 troops. 

g. We have no information 
casting any light on Wednesday's 
press report that the Viet Cong 
had surrounded three government 
battalions in the northern prov- 
ince of Quang Ngai. 



a. We have further reason 
to believe that the final stages 
of Cuban missile training will 
involve a live firing against a 
target plane . 
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4. Cyprus ' a. Attention has shifted 

for the moment from the island to 
The Hague, where the Greek and 
Turkish foreign ministers have 
agreed to make another try at con- 
ciliation . 

b. Dirk Stikker’s good of- 
fices, which will be limited to 
keeping the crisis from getting 
any worse, should help calm the 
air. Neither Ankara nor Athens 
is in a mood to compromise, how- 
ever . 

c. Some shooting is going 
on in various parts of the island, 
but nothing big. The Greek Cyp- 
riots continue to seize Turkish 
hostages. 

d. Makarios has agreed to 

go with UN officials today to edgy 
Famagusta to appeal for an end 
to the kidnappings. 

a. The odds against a Maphi- 
lindo summit meeting look greater 
than ever as Philippine emissary 
Lopez carries his case from 
Djakarta to Kuala Lumpur.
